He lirnnds Amer- 
ican youth as '■soft and fliibby," tn.stead of "a 
country of ruRKed. virile men" the draft ex- 
aminers expected to find. 

SpenkluR of mental diseases, responsible 
for the rejection of one-fonrtli ot our fnur 
million -IFs, Ma].-Gen. Lewis Hcr.shey. selec- 
tive service chief, says, '"I cannot help feellnK 
that you are Just talkhiR of democracy when 
such a condition exists." 

The situation is undoubtedly serious, but 
these .statements contain ImpUciUlons that 
are likely to mislead. Appnrently Colonel 
Rowntree means. In Ills first slulement, that 
wc are like a socmlnKly hciilthy man who dis- 
covers throuKh a physical checkup that he 
has a luriR spot or a tricky henrt. It's a na.sty 
shock, hut Isn't It better to know about per- 
sonal or national ailments, rnther than he 
deluded until too late? 

And by what comparlsor^ nre our youths 
Bolt and flabby? Arc we. a.-: n nation, softer 
than the enemies wc are bentiiiR in battle, 
flabbier than the enemies we nre defcatlnR 
on the production front? Are the sufferers 
from heart dlsense lor which they nre not re- 
sponsible, or' from tuberculosis Induced by 
overwork and undernourlslimcnt. arc the 
athletes with militarily serious defccUs all to 
be lumped together In a_contcmptuous Im- 
putation of deficient virility? 

General Hershey reveals that 75 per cent 
Of. the million mental rejectee,^ were first 
thought to be sound, but later showed that 
"their emotions were In such a state that 
they could not stand modern war." Isn't that 
rather a condemnation of war than of a dem- 
ocracy's neglect? 

Our national health can and must be im- 
proved. Let us go about It as well as we can 
now. and thoroughly when the war Is over. 
But let's stop acting like breast-beating su- 
permen who regard Illness as personal wonk- 
ne.ss and shame. It Is tiresome. Illogical, and 
unfair to too many people. 



niFFICULT nKGINNlNfiS 

The days of siaiemcnts nna resolutions In 
the field of international relations are drriw- 
Ing to a close: the hard work Is bCBlnning. We 
may see the pracUcai start In the United 
Nations monetary conference and the "ex- 
ploratory conversations" nmonfi the United 
Slates. Great Britain, Russia and China on 
the formation of a world peace organization. 

Bo far neither meeting has been notably 
successful. The monetary conference is split 
by differences from within, and sniped at 
from without. The peace-enforced conver.sa- 
tions bogged down before they even started. 

If this is discouraging, we may as well get 
used to the discouragement. It Is one thing 
to utter brave and good principles, but quite 
another to apply them to cases. What Is hap- 
. pcnlHR at the beginning of conferences on 
two very important subjects will undoubted- 
ly happen again and again. 

Wo may wish that, especially in the mat- 
ter of world peace, there had been a better 
understanding of national Intentions and 
policies among the lour powers. But since 
there was not, we can only hope that tem- 
porary measures when peace comes In Eu- 
rope may be sound and Just, and that in the 
meantime the targe difficulties may be ad- 
justed 'first, so that the peace organization 
which finally emerges may be ready to stand 
firm.
